Crime down a third 


O VERALL crime in 
Dalston has fallen 
by a third, while 
violent crime has 
dropped by 61 per cent, 
according to the latest 
police figures. 

It is thought this has 
been achieved largely by a 
crackdown on drug dealers 
in the area. 

In July, 16 people 
were arrested as part of 
Operation Marsican - an 
initiative to tackle serious 
and organised crime in 
Hackney - which was 
jointly run and funded 
by borough police and 
the Council. 

On 24 and 25 November, 
15 of those arrested were 
sentenced at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court to a total of 
nearly 50 years in prison. 

The investigation, in 
conjunction with the UK 
Border Agency, involved 
a four-month operation in 
Ridley Road and Dalston 
Junction, E8, aimed at class 
A drug dealing. 

Donovan Pringle, 29, of 


Homerton Road, E9, was 
sentenced to two years for 
supplying class A drugs. 

Detroit Johnson, 35, of 
Weymouth Terrace, E2, was 
sentenced to four years for 
supplying class A and class 
B drugs. 

Dexter Piper, 27, of 
Victoria Park Road, E9, 
was sentenced to 36 weeks, 
suspended for two years, 
and 200 hours community 
service for supplying class 
B drugs. 

Peter Elliot, 27, of 
Graham Road, E8, was 
sentenced to three years for 
supplying class A drugs. 

Michael Martin, 25, of 
Hillsborough, Sheffield, was 
sentenced to five years for 
supplying class A drugs. 

Treston Morris, 27, 
of Hall Street, EC1, was 
sentenced to four years for 
supplying class A and class 
B drugs. 

Ricardo Harrison, 32, 
of Colville Estate, Nl, was 
sentenced to four years 
for supplying class A 
drugs and possession of 


class A drugs. 

Leon Agyeman, 25, 
of Regan Way, Nl, was 
sentenced to four years for 
supplying class A and class 
B drugs. 

Jason Sterling, 37, of 
Victoria Park, E9, was 
sentenced to four years 
for supplying class A drugs 
and possession of class 
B drugs. 

Emmanuel Renwick, 49, 
of Manor Road, N16, was 
sentenced to two-and-a-half 
years for supplying class A 
drugs. 

Damian Bent, 25, of Well 
Street, E9, was sentenced 
to three years for supplying 
class A drugs. 

Vaughn Williams, 27, 
of Arrow Court, E5, was 
sentenced to five years for 
supplying class A drugs. 

Omar Smith, 32, of 
Cranwood Street, EC1, 
was sentenced to two-and-a- 
half years for supplying class 
A and possession of class 
B drugs. 

Rohan Hobson, 35, of 
Hemel Hempstead, was 


sentenced to three years 
supplying class A drugs. 

Raldy McKenzie, 45, 
of Ridley Road, E8, was 
sentenced to two-and-a-half 
years for supplying class 
A drugs. 

All of the defendants were 
charged with conspiracy to 
supply drugs, however the 
Crown elected that these are 
to lie on file. 

Daniel Lewis, 36, of 
Dalston Lane, pleaded guilty 
to supplying class A drugs. 
On 19 August this year he 
was jailed for 16 months by 
Snaresbrook Crown Court. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe said: “These sentences 
demonstrate that those 
committing serious crimes 
in our borough will be 
brought to justice. Residents 
told us these individuals had 
been causing major issues 
in Dalston. The strong 
partnership between the 
Council and police enabled 
us to tackle this entrenched 
problem and has led to a 
significant reduction in 
crime in the area.”

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I N these recessionary 
times, it’s fitting 
to look back at a 
Hoxton institution 
with a proud tradition of 
supporting poor families 
through one of the 
most difficult times 
of the year. 

The Hoxton 
Market Christian 
Mission existed 
for just over 100 
years. It opened in 
1881, when living 
and working 
conditions for the 
average resident 
were appalling. 

Charles Booth’s ‘Life 
and Labour of the People 
in London’, described 
Hoxton as ‘one of the worst 
parts of London, where 
poverty and overcrowding 
are characteristic of the 


whole district’. The mission 
was founded by John 
and Lewis Burtt. Both 
brothers had been rescued 
from life on the streets 
and educated in a Ragged 


School - which offered 
free education to destitute 
children. As adults the Burtts 
worked as saddlers, but 
were determined to help 
the poor children of 


Hoxton from suffering the 
same poverty they had 
once endured. 

They opened up their 
basement workshop in 
Hows Street and began 
distributing clothes, food 
and helpful advice. Appeals 
for further aid were made 
to friends and the local 
authority, and by 1886 
the Burtts were able to 
move into a building on 
the east side of Hoxton 
Market - an area rife with 
street gangs and petty 
crime - where they set up 
a small mission staffed by 
volunteers offering regular 
religious meetings and 
Bible classes. 

With the outbreak of 
war in 1914, the mission’s 
social services remit widened 
to support families whose 
main wage-earner was away 
on military service, 
running classes on

health and childcare, and 
providing soup kitchens 
to feed the hungry. The 
distribution of new or 
repaired boots was a major 
enterprise, during just one 
year in the 1920s, 1,800 
pairs were given out. 

At the end of the First 
World War, the mission 
was expanded to cope with 
subsequent deprivation, 
and a creche and day 
nursery opened in Boot 
Street. As well as feeding 
and clothing children, it 
encouraged emigration as a 
solution to poverty. 


John Burtt died in 1925, 
and his brother Lewis in 
1935. The Burtt Memorial 
Home for children was 
subsequently opened in 
Wadhurst, Sussex, in 1937 
and later moved to Bognor 
Regis. During the Second 
World War, the mission 
helped evacuate children 
to the countryside, but the 
Hoxton Market building 
was badly damaged after 
being hit by a bomb in 
1941, and was not 
restored until 1952. 

During the post-war years 
the mission itself fell on hard 


times: with the working 
classes relatively better off 
than they had been, and 
fewer donations being made 
by wealthy philanthropists. 
By the 1970s the mission 
was in financial difficulties 
and closed in October 1983.

A S the curtain goes 
up on ‘Cinderella’ 
at the Hackney 
Empire, the 

crowd erupts into frenzied 
applause. For creative 
director, Susie McKenna, 
this must be the most 
satisfying part of her 
job - realising that all the 
hard work she and her 
team have ploughed into 
this year’s pantomime has 
resulted in another success. 

Over the years, the 
Hackney panto has gained 
a reputation as the must- 
see show during the festive 
season, regularly being 
praised by critics. 

Actress, writer and 
director, Susie, has been 
busy developing the 
in-house productions since 
1998. Although she first 
worked at the Empire in 
1994, it was another 
four years until her 
sprinkling of magic 
dust turned the 
shows into what 
they are today. 

“There are 
no rules in panto. 

It’s about laughing 
at ourselves and 
celebrating our 
differences. I love to 
tell stories and I 
love fairy tales and 
this is my chance 
to intertwine the 
two,” she says. 

Given her 
attachment to 
the Empire 
- having 
written 


But she went to school in 
Leicester and didn’t move 
to Hackney until 1980. 

She says: “I lived in 
Hackney for most of my 
20s - in Stokey, then 
Clapton. I’d been to the 
Empire many times and 
loved it, so when I was 
asked to come and do the 
panto I couldn’t believe 
my luck. 

“The theatre just got 
under my skin - it felt like 
home. I’ve worked all over 
England, including the 
West End, but Hackney is 
such a special space and it 
was an audience I wanted 
to entertain. 

“For me, there’s no 
better audience to play to 
- truly. A lot of artists also 
say that and I think that’s 
because the Empire has 
always housed big stars.” 

Hackney Empire has 
come a long way 
since Susie first 
arrived in 1994. 

It was struggling 
to survive eight 
years after being 
turned back into 
a theatre, after 
two decades as a 
Mecca bingo 
hall. 

Now, 
currently 
celebrating 
its 110th 
birthday, 
the Empire 
— partly 
funded

by the Council - was voted 
by residents as 
the landmark to represent 
the borough during the 
2012 Games. 

“The Empire is one of 
the most famous theatres 
in the world. It has seen 
some of the greatest stars 
tread its boards including 
Charlie Chaplin, Ella 
Fitzgerald, Tommy Cooper 
and Laurel and Hardy. 

“One of the plans for 
the future is to see if we 
can bring the theatre to life 
by archiving its history,” 
she says. 

Keeping strong links 
with the local community 
is high on Susie’s agenda. 
Earlier this year, the 
creative team opened 
Empire Two, a community 
development space, for 
artists and young people to 
rehearse, meet and create, 
at the back of the theatre. 

Susie is also heavily 
involved in the Artist 
Development Programme 
(ADP) which is a two- 
week summer project for 
young, local artists, aged 
between 13 to 18, who 
are interested in 
performing arts. 

“I saw how the 
community approach 
worked when I was 
working as a lead boy at 
the Nottingham Playhouse 
- so I brought it to the 
Empire,” she says. 

“When writing a panto, 

I always start with the five- 
year-olds in mind and then 
build up from there. If 
they don’t enjoy the show, 
what’s the point? 

“My next thought is 
the local audience - the 
show has to have a strong 
Hackney identity. I think 
panto has to have its feet 
firmly where it is, although 
people from all over the 
country come and enjoy 
the show,” she adds.

Q: My flatmates and I are having lots of Christmas 
parties and I was worried about food waste. 
Someone told me bones, raw meat and fish can now 
be used for composting. Is that true? 

A: Yes, since November residents who use the Council’s 
food waste recycling service can now add: 

• Bread, pasta and rice 

• Dairy products and egg shells 

• Fish (raw and cooked) 

• Fruit 

• Meat (raw and cooked) 

• Tea and ground coffee 

• Vegetable peelings 

The food waste recycling service provides a weekly 
collection of kitchen scraps, which are then composted. It 
is available to street level properties in Flackney and 
a number of blocks of flats. To find out what services

Eco pioneers awarded 


E CO campaigners 
across the borough 
have been praised 
for their work to 
make schools greener and 
more sustainable. 

Nearly 100 children and 
adults were recognised 
at the Hackney Schools’ 
Green Heroes Awards 
at Stoke Newington 
Town Hall for projects 
that include improving 
energy saving, recycling, 
composting, gardening and 
sustainable transport.

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THE Spanish Civil War: the musical. No, it’s not as bad taste 
as it sounds to put General Franco’s 1936 coup against the 
elected government to music. There are no jazz hands or 
upbeat dance numbers in ‘Goodbye Barcelona’. 

Writers karl Lewkowicz and Judith Johnson tread a well-worn 
path of putting infamous historical events to music - from Les 
Miserables to Miss Saigon - to educate, reflect and entertain. 
The show follows Sam, an 18-year-old from Stepney, and his 
mother Rebecca who join the International Brigades, 35,000 
mainly Socialist or Communist volunteers, helping to fight 
Franco’s fascist army. 


The show’s music is strong and the research, which involved 
interviewing survivors of the brigade, was clear and a joy for 
anyone who has an interest in history or politics. 

But the heart-wrenching final scene reminds the audience what 
the production was really about: remembering the thousands of 
volunteers from across the world who joined the resistance in 
wartime Spain - even when many of their own governments, 
including France, US and the UK’s, would not.
